Club Root Is Spread From Field to 
Field by Being Carried on Cultivar 
tora and Feet of Horace-—Ro­ 
tation Is Suggested. 


(By II. 8. R EED , Virginia.) 
W hen a field 1b badly Infected with 
dlseaee l t may appear at the seedling 
ptase. as a dwarfing 
of 
the 
young 
plants, but the fields are not usually 
badly enough Infected the first season 
to manifest the disease until the cab* 
bage Is half grown. In districts where 
the disease has Just begun to get a 
foothold, the grower is not likely to 
notice 
any 
trouble, therefore, 
until 
after the first of July. 
At about that 
time it will be noticed that the plants 
which are being infected Bhow a ten­ 
dency to wilt on bright sunny days, 
although at night they may recover 
and do not wilt on the following day 
unless It Is again bright and 
warm. 
Such plants may succeed In making 
enough growth to produce a salable 
cabbage, although It is somewhat un 
demised and slightly loose. The earlier 
tb s plant la Infected with the disease, 
the smaller is the head produced. 
The agent responsible for the club 
root disease is an organism belonging 
to the lowest 
orders of 
plant 
life, 
which lives as a 
parasite upon 
the 
roots of cabbage and related 
plants, 
like cauliflower, rutabagas, flat turnips, 
mustard, etc. As the plant and Its p a r 
astte reaches maturity the latter ceas­

Many farmers will be

by frequent showers during alfalfa and 
clover haying.

The collar should fit—be just right 
lh length and shape. If worn by the 
ram#-horse all the limo It will shape 
itself to the neck. 
But nothing can 
overcome a wrong size.

The hames must be adjusted 
right. If the top strap Is too tight 
the neck Is pinched, and the tugs 
raised too high. If the top strap Is too 
long the tightening of the heme strap 
below causes a bad fit and may throw 
the pulling Joint of the tugs too low 
down. 
Horses’ necks differ in shape and it 
is wrong to make them wear a collar 
that was fitted to another horse. You 
would have galled feet lf you wore 
other than your own shoes.

worse for the horse that pulls a load 
with a misfit collar.
